It is the cultiva­ 
tion of fruit trees along all the public 
highways. 
The magazine says: “The 
state railroads are lending assistance 
to the fulfillment of the idea by charg­ 
ing only half the usual rate for the 
transit of fruit tree stock, and the 
scheme Is meeting with the greatest 
success. 
At the present time there 
are about 250,000 fruit trees on the 
state highways, and perhaps one of 
the most astonishing tacts is that all 
the trees planted, saving an insignifi­ 
cant six per cent., are doing nicely. 
Undoubtedly this success is largely 
due to the care with which the keep­ 
ers of the trees were educated. 
It is 
possible to rent anywhere from three 
cr four to 200 or 400 trees for the sea­ 
son’s crop, and if ten trees of one 
kind of fruit growing in one locality 
and ten trees of another kind of fruit 
in another locality are wanted, it 
is possible to have them for the re­ 
quired rental, if not already contract­ 
ed for.

"A s Queen Juno’s errands were not always good natured ones, the Greeks 
often spoke of Iris as a trouble maker. 
They liked Mercury better because he 
was believed to visit them more often on kindly missions than Iris did.

A census of the English language 


show’s that there are something like 


5.000 new’ words born every year; that 
there are now' almost half a million 
words used in the language. 
Some 
curious discoveries were made by the 
o n s u s takers. 
It was found, for in­ 
stance, that the first dictionary was 
issued about 300 years ago and con­ 
tained but 5,080 words. 
A t that time 
most of the English 
people 
talked 
French or Saxon or something else. 
English, spoken and written, was a 
com paratively mjw’ 
tiling^ 
In fifty 
years the number of words grew* to 
13,000, and in the course of the first 
century after the first dictionary was 
issued there w’ere 20,000 words in the 
language. 
Johnson’s dictionary, pub­ 
lished about fifty years later, contain­ 
ed 50,000 words. 


This remained the standard until 
Noah W ebster came into the field In 
1828 with the first of tiled let ionaries. 
that still bear his name. 
W ebster 
found 150,000 w’ords. 
Since that time 
the number of words has been rolling 
i -p. 
There were 200,0(8) words in a 
big dictionary issued about half a cen­ 
tury ago, and in 1894 this number had 
grown to 318,000. 
Now, it is stated, 
the number has reached 450,000 and it 
is believed 
by experts that in the 
course of another ten years the half 
million mark w ill be reached. 
There was a time when French was 
the predominating language of civ ili­ 
zation. 
That tim e has far gone. Eng­ 
lish “oines nearer being the world lan­ 
guage.

now. 
German is spoken bj* 130,(KH),OOO and 
is next to English in importance. Rus­ 
sian, one of the most difficult of lan­

countries containing far more people 
than that. 
Rut the languages are not 
spoken by all the people. 
French is 
the language of but 70,000,000.

people habitually using it. 
English is a language that is made

valley or coulee Is chosen, it should 
have a wide opening at its lower end 
A rolling site, somewhat elevated, w ill 
usually afford good air drainage. 
The soil drainage also will generally 
be good in a high, rolling exposure.

Perfect soil drainage must be 
pro­ 
vided, lf it is not already present. Tile 
or open drains may be called into use.

the owner does not know why. Thii 
is often duo to borers or the scale 
insects or beetles, the presence cl 
which has not been detected or sus­ 
pected, but w'hich injuries might have 
been prevented if the tacts had beta 
known in time. 
More sudden losses 
are caused by overwhelming attacks 
of leaf-eating insects, which, although 
conspicuous, are not dealt with 
be­ 
cause proper measures of procedure 
are not known. 
But, of late years, a great work has 
been accomplished along this line 
through proper experiments and ob­ 
servations. 
Careful examinations are 
being made of the affected trees and 
shrubs and the life history of the 
insects causing the injuries is being 
studied deeply. 
This is in order that 
authorities in control of parks, boule­ 
vards and streets,

I cause great injury to these trees, are 
j less susceptible to 
arsenical poisons 
' than many other insects. 
A cheap 
i and efficient method of protecting the 
j tree is the preparation of 
adhesive 
I preparations, for trapping the insects 
which creep up or down the trunks 
: of the trees. 
When the elm caterpillars are full 
1 grown they leave the tree to pupate 
in the earth, and the female moth 
I emerging, being wholly w ithout wings, 
I can only reach the tree to lay 
her 
! eggs by climbing up the trunk. 
If 
! this is encircled at the proper time by 
a sticky band impassable by her or 
by young worms just emerging from 
the egg, the tree is virtually 
secure 
| against canker-worm injury. 
The sticky substance may be ap­ 
plied directly to the bara as a deter­ 
rent against the attack of borers, or 
may De used on bands of paper, tin, 
or strawboard.

I do not Charge our forefathers with

My contention is that Satan, 
the great Adversary of 'Ad, substi­ 
tuted the creeds for the Bible; and 
into the creeds, through human weak­ 
ness, he injected a sufficiency of non­ 
sense and “doctrines of devils” to

saints, and absolutely

others, said Pastor Russell. 
Taking up his text, he declared that 
its truthfulness is manifest on every 
hand. 
The word Gospel signifies the 
good Message, it is the Message o\ 
the angels at the 
birth 
of Jesus*. 
“Behold we bring you (the Gospel! 
good tidings of great joy, which shall 
he unto all people!” 
This Gospel of 
joy and blessing, of Divine Love and 
Mercy toward our race, said the pas­ 
tor, is completely hidden from the 
world. 
Even matured Christians dis­ 
cern but little of 
it, 
because the 
creeds of human tradition have so 
misrepresented God and His purposes 
as to make of them had tidings—not 
good tidings. 
Hath 
Blinded 
Their 
Minds. 
St. Paul, as 
well as 
the 
other 
Apostles, foretold the falling away ot 
the church from “the faith (nee de­ 
livered to the sain ts;” and he par­ 
ticularly pointed out. that this would 
he the result of giving heed to “se­ 
ducing spirits” and “doctrines of de­ 
mons”—the fallen angels. (I Timo­ 
thy 4:1; .Tilde 
G.) 
In a thousand 
ways, through mediums, planchettes, 
visions and dreams, etc., these fallen, 
seducing spirits have intruded their 
demon doctrines upon the Church of 
Christ. 
And the whole purport of 
their evil w o r k / seems to be to de­ 
ceive mankind in respect to God’s 
real purpose toward them, and His 
real character. 
How' wonderfully sucessful Satan 
and his fallen angels, the demons, 
have been! 
While persuading men 
th at they were far off, stoking fires 
for humanity’s 
future torture, they 
have really been hobnobbing with ec­ 
clesiastics and assisting in misinter­ 
pretation of the Bible—especially its 
parables and 
symbolic 
statements. 
To such an extent is this true that 
the glory of God manifested in Jesus 
for human salvation 
is completely 
confused and

Intelligent heathen 
similarly 
ask. Why should God make such a 
plan as the missionaries relate 
Why 
should He condemn us all to eternal 
torment and then make provision for 
only the few' w’ho hear of Jesus, and 
believe the mysteries and monstrous 
inconsistencies 
of 
some 
of 
the 
creeds 
Do not the facts today, after eight­ 
een centuries of creed-blinded Chris­ 
tianity, corroborate 
the 
Apostle’s 
statem ent that the “god of his world,’ 
Satan, “hath blinded 
the minds of 
them that believe 
not ” 
Otherwise 
surely the glorious Gospel of Christ, 
now becoming more and more clear 
to Bible students, would long ago 
have shone into many hearts, carry­ 
ing joy and peace through reconcilia­ 
tion with God.

In all modern prisons statistics are 
kept which show the religious in­ 
struction received by the prisoners 
earlier in life.

mighty as the great Enemy of His 
creatures, who foreknew’ and fore-ar­ 
ranged for the eternal torture of all 
hut a handful. 
Did these creeds bet­

Little have we realized the foolish­ 
ness of such reasoning. 
The influ­ 
ence of the creeds of the Dark Ages 
has been the very reverse of what 
has ben expcted of them. Man natur­ 
ally has a reverence for God. 
This 
may be seen in the shape 
of 
his 
head by those who can read phreno­ 
logically. 
It is seen also in the fact 
that in heathen 
lands 
warship is 
practised. 
The 
true knowledge of 
God w’ould incline men to come to 
Him. 
The highest qualities of their 
being would find expression in wor­ 
ship, praise, adoration. 
With the en­ 
lightenment of the Bible man W'culd 
indeed learn that all are sinners, that 
all come short of that glorious perfec­ 
tion which God originally created and 
which alone He can approve. 
Guid­ 
ed by Bible instruction these would 
realize that ‘the 
wages 
of sin is 
death”—not 
eternal 
torment.—Ro­ 
mans 3:10-12; 6:23. 
The desire for life everlasting per­ 
sists in every creature; and man’s at­ 
titude would have been to approach 
his Creator to ascertain if it would 
not be possible for him to return to 
relationship with God and to regain 
the gift of life 
everlasting.

Inspection of Foods Made. 
The state department of foods and 
drugs, which has a booth under the 
steel grandstand, gives daily demon­ 
strations of pure foods and adulterat­ 
ed foods. 
How to detect inferiorities 
in certain food supplies is also shown 
through demonstrations, which 
are 
conducted under the supervision of 
.inspectors and commissioners, who 
are here with the display. 
Commissioner F. H. Fricke, of St. 
IxMiis, of this department, states that 
in inspection has been made of the 
different eating houses 
and 
lunch 
stands, or places where drinks are 
dispensed. 
All but a very few' were 
found in sanitary condition. 
Several 
kitchens w'ere found to be perfectly 
sanitary, and at all places 
visited 
hose in charge were instructed to 
keep all meats on ice, while it re­ 
mains warm, and to also keep all 
goods offered for sale properly cov­ 
ered. 
Disposers of artificially compound­ 
ed drinks were instructed to properly 
label them, and all concessionaires 
are required to comply with these 
rulings else subject themselves to ar­ 
rest and probable conviction.

Answer.—Throughout this and con­ 
necting chapters, the Apostle was con­ 
trasting the Aaronic priesthood with 
that of our Lord Jesus. Remember that 
this letter was addressed to the He­ 
brews, and that in their Law arrange­ 
ments none could serve as a priest un­ 
less he was a member of the tribe of 
Levi, a descendant of Aaron. The 
Apostle explains that the priestly of­ 
fice of the Christ- is not of the Aaronic 
order; it does not trace its lineage to 
any human source. This is strikingly 
typified in the priesthood of Melchise- 
doc, whose lineage and death are not 
recorded. 
He was a priest without 
having Inherited the office from his 
father 
or 
motlier—thus 
typifying 
Christ’s priesthood, which came not of 
the lineage of the flesh, as did the 
Aaronic 
priesthood. 
Which 
Israel 
thought to be the real. 
Neither was 
Melchisedec's death recorded nor a 
successor named (Hebrews 7:3). that 
thus might be typified the continuity 
of Christ's priesthood. 
The Apostle, 
reasoning with the Jews, refers to the 
prophecy of David (Psalm 1)0:4) and ar 
gues that the Levitical Priesthood must 
pass aw’ay that the greater priesthood 
after the order of Melchisedec, should 
be established. Melchisedec was King 
of Salem, and Priest of the most big!) 
God. and as far as his lineage iii the 
priesthood w*as concerned, he was with 
out father, without motherland with­ 
out descent

New York.—Nantucket, th© llttl© is­ 
land that offers the last glimpse of 
land to those on ships Bailing from 
th© principal American porta and that 
is the first signal welcome to incom­ 
ing European vessels, is making an 
effort to obtain $100,000 with which 
to endow a hospital suitable to its 
needs. 
An appeal has been sent out 
to the generous people of America, 
particularly to those who have some 
sort of sentimental attachm ent to this 
picturesque dot in the wave-tossed wa­ 
ters of the Atlantic. 
Once the center of a tremendous in­ 
dustry based on the catching of whales 
Nantucket now' figures chiefly as 
a 
community engaged for a brief season 
each year In catching summer board­ 
ers, but it knows no closed season 
for the rescue of persons on ships 
wrecked in the troubled waters out­ 
side its haven. 
There have been t©r 
ribie wrecks recorded as happening 
in the vicinity and daring work 
by 
life savers since the first hardy pio­ 
neers settled on the island two and a 
half centuries ago. 
Isle de Nantochyte you will find the 
spelling on an outline map of early 
days. 
The island is almost crescen t­ 
shaped, about 15 miles long and about 
two and aghalf miles wide, and has 
a coast line of 80 miles. 
It belongs 
to Massachusetts, but is 
separated 
from Cape Cod penincula by 28 mile® 
of water. 
The village of N antucket 
Is on the north shore of the Island, 
almost midway east and west, hut 
it was not always there.

dequet harbor.

An early settlem ent of differences 
between the State of Missouri and 
the Missouri railroads, which will per­ 
mit the dismissal of an injunction 
suit against the enforcem ent of the 
2-cent passenger rate law recently up­ 
held by the United States supreme 
court, was forecast by attorneys both 
for the state and for the railroads 
when further argum ents in the case 
were opened before Judge McPherson 
in the federal district court in Kan­ 
sas City Friday. 
The principal point of issue was 
the wording of an order dismissing 
the old injunction made void by the 
higher courts declaring the new rate 
law' constitutional. 
Upon this word­ 
ing, state attorneys assert, depends 
the right of passengers to sue the 
railroads for a refund of excess fare 
collected after the 2-cent law was 
passed and while the m atter was in 
the courts, 
Excess collected by the 
railroads 
in 
passenger 
fares 
and 
freight charges above the amounts 
allowed in the maximum freight law, 
also upheld by the United States su­ 
preme court, is estim ated variously 
from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000.

son w'ould take under advisement the 
question of the wording of an order 
dismissing the injunction.
